‘THE EMPEROR ON MIRACLES. 
Tue attitude of the Imperial Govern. 
ment towards that belief in the super- 
natural which is usually and justly 
stigmatised as superstition is uot a 
little puzzliug ‘to onlookers. There is 
an inconsistency about it which seems 
almost to defy any attempt at geuerali- 
ution, aud wo are Ivft lo wonder what, 
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after all, is the orthodox Chinese view 
respecting doctrines which exercise eo 
wide and deep an influence over the 
people of this country. The Peking 
Gazelle frequently contains Memorials 
and Decrees which prove iu the clearest 
manner that the Chinese are thoroughly 
imbued with a belief iu the supernatural 
—that the supernatural is held, indeed, 
to be a coustant factor iu the affairs of 
dnily life. A Viceroy or a Governor 
prays that His Mnjeaty will authorise 
the erection of an honorific tablet to the 
Spirit of some river, who was good 
enough, in answer to repeated suppli- 
cations, to preserve the people from 
fluoda, The Dragon King, again, i 
constantly the recipient of Imperial 
honours and rewards for bis benevolence 
in sending rain after a long period 
of drought; or the presiding deity 
of aome obscnre temple is recom 
mended to the Ewperor’s favour for 
gouerosity in the matter of crops, or 
ekill in tho treatment of disenses, 
Sometimes the miracle is moro start- 
ling.

JEWS IN ANCIENT CHINA. 

‘Tue learned Jesuit Gaubi!, who lived in 
Peking a ceutary ago, made extensive 
researches into Chinese astronomy. 
There is not any old Chinese book con. 
taining information on ancient eclipses, 
the zodiao, or the planets which he did 
not study; and his studies led him to 
entertain a strong belief in the presence 
of the Jews in China before the time 
of Christ, There were some things 
which he met with among the many 
subjects of curious inquiry to which he 
was drawn that could only be explained, 
ag be thought,on the supposition that the 
Jews had had to do with them. In the 
Chou dsnasty they had come by land to 
Chinn, 80 he conjretared, from, Buotria 
aud the neighbouring countries, while 
many persons of other nations camo 
nlso from those regions. From all of 
them the Chinese might obtain a knows 
ledge of astronomy aud the events of 
untiquity in the western world, Ho 
thought much of the form of core 
tain characters, such as yin J “ to offer 
wnorifices reverentially,” ‘The righte 
hand part of this charsoter be explains 
ne consisting of “west” above and 
“land” below, ‘The left hand signifies 
or“ look upon.” ‘The whole means 
“have your eyes fixed on the western 
lands,” Bat unfortunately this explanae 
tion will not bear inguiry. ‘Lhe char 
acter is written phonetically, and the 
right-hand part tuken by itself meaus 
“to raise a dike against floods.” ‘the 
good Father seoms to have anticipated 
that objections would be raised to bis 
idens about this word, for ho addyj— 
“ Avy oue may, if he wivhes, expunge all 
I have said on this character so far 
as it does uot relate to astronomy, I 
have only made it the oconsiou of cov 
jeotures on what the Chinese might have 
learned aucionlly about astronomy frou 
Jews and others who came to China in 
the Chou dynnaty.” 

But the chief reason Gaubil had for 
believing that there were Jews in ane 
cient China was a passage in the Taoiet 
wuthor Huai-uau ‘Irz, who wrote aboyb 
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@ century before the Christian era, 
This writer epeaks of the Sun on a 
certain occasion moving back three 
signs, It was at the time when the 
Prings of the Lu country fought with 
a Gonoral of the land of Han. It 
was toward sunset. The Prince waved 
his sabre to give igual to the San, 
whereupon that luminary very obliging- 
ly moved back three signs. ‘The signs 
liere meant are lunar, and the space 
would be that of about forty de- 
groce, or the distance travelled by the 
moon.in three days. This is remark. 
ably suggestive of the Old Testament 
in the Book of Joshua and 
in the Seoond Book of Kings, Iu Joshua 
the time daring which the San is said to 
tood till is not mentioned, and the 
meaning of the ten degrees which the 
shadow in its retreat passed over on 
the sundial of Abaz is not known, 
Ganbil thinks that the Taoist author 
and prince, who composed his work 
with the help of various savans whom 
he invited to stay with him iu bis palace, 
lias mingled the two Bible accounts in 
one unrrative. .The account as given 
in Huai-nan Tez is too brief, and men- 
ed too cursorily among many other 
professedly miraculous events, to allow 
of onr resting much upon it, Just 
preceding it there is a story of Wu 
Wang, who, whou on bis way to punish | i 
the Bhangedpuaaty Emperor, camo to 
the Mi ia ford across the 
Yellow Tien and there saw the effect 
of the notion of a local spirit, the ghost 
of a man who had been drowned there, 
in stirring up high waves. ‘be wind 
was violent, aud the darkness so great 
that the horsemen could uot seo each 
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othor, On this Wa Wang, holding » 
yollow battlo-axoin his loft band, and a 
white yak-tail in his right, looked 


angrily” and shook the tail in the 
Gireotion of the wind, at the same 
time calling out, “I challenge all the 
world over, whoever they may be that 
dare oppose my will” Ou this the 
wind dropped and tho waters beoamo 
smooth. In this story we have the 
very tone aud spirit of the Buddhist 
Pereian, aud Arabiau magicians arro- 
gating to themselves with unflinching 
boldusss authority over material uatare. 
Then comes the statement respecting 
the Sun going back, after which it is 
said that he who keeps his uative power 
uninjared in body and soul, and when 
in difficulty can ‘be in commuauication 
with Heaven, finds that there is nothing 
Thus Gaubil’s main 
argument is bused on a passnge occur- 
ring ina cbapter which describes the 
supernatural powers of ancient magi- 
ciaus and heroes, 

At tho same time nothing is more 
likely than that many of the Jews who 
wore so spread, as we kuow, through 
the Persian empire in the days of 
Mordecai aud Esther, should bave wau- 
dered to Chins during the period men- 
tioned by Ganbil, between BC 479 and 
BO 248. They may have come then from 
Brotria,asthey did long afterwards, when 
ju the twelfth century Rabbi Vegarete 














‘came from Bukhara tothe Chineseon 
Honan to officiat 
erected there hy Jewish merobiaits, 
only destroyed daring tbe present geue- 
ration, The idea of the San going 
back may thus be ultimately derived 
from the Old Testament. In regard 
to astronomy and the’ traditions of the 
early world, the Chinese certainly bor- 
rowed a good deal in the Choa and 
Han dynasties, as they did later. But 
what they borrowed, whether in religion, 
philosophy, or looks much

A Great variety of experiments in 
animal culture Lave been made by the 
Chinese daring their long continued 
existence as a nation, They have 
had not only native animals; their 
attention has been fixed on birds and 
beasts of strange form and habits from 
the time when, anciently, they came to 
know the elepliant and rhinoceros, till 
now, when the turkey, the canary, the 
Java sparrow and the cockatoo have 
been quite recently acolimatised among 
them.

‘They imitate theirfellow-birde, 
but not the cries of the quadrapeds 
with whioh the Cxpital abounds, such as 
the horse, the male, and the cow. ‘They 
make an exception in favour of the ont, 
and imitate its voice surprisingly well. 
‘The bestof theseoreatures fetch from two 
or three poundseterling in the market, 
‘The companions of the Mongolian lark 
in its own land are the uightingale, the 
blackbird, the thrush, and the bull- 
finch; so that that country, if Hyacinthe 
is correct in his account, at least 
possesses the attraction of a fall band 
of uature’s own choristers to compe! 
sate for its wilduess, The lark is 
taught to use its tail as a fan, and to 
finp it up and down as it sings, and a 
bird that cau do this is more valuable 
thon oue that is less accomplial 
The faculty of imitating Luman 
sounds being possessed by the parrot, 
it bas been a favourite with the Chinese 
on this accouut for many ages, and has 
beeu made good use of by the Buddi 
A certain parrot was in the habit o! 
listening very reverentially to the chant 
of Buddhist priests. Soon he learned 
to say Nan-mo O-mi-to-Fo, in a loud 
voice, Ono day, aa he was sitting very 
quictly on his porch, be died, Ho was 
afterwards burned in the Buddhist 
fashion, and from the ashes were taken 
eight of the shining pieces of coloured 
glasscalledsharira. His owner bad them 
buried in a sacred spot, aud @ tomb 
erected over them to commemorate the 
bird’s fonduess for and reverential use 
of the popular invocation O-mi-to-Fo, 
A book several couturies old says 
that in southern countries parrots are 
eaten, being thore very wumerous, 
If taken to northern regious they sickeu 
aud die, ‘They are seen to slake like 
human beings baving fever and ague. 
Te fed with the mandarin orange they get 
batter, otherwise the disease will certain 
ly prove fatal. ‘The white parrot is as 
large as a small goose, It one 
that learns to speak. Its wings are like 
suow aud shine like white jade, When 
touched with the haud, a glutinous 
powder sticks to the Giugers, ‘The soles 
of their feot are like butterflies’ wings in 
appearance, Such are the fucts as de- 
tailed in a Chinese work dealing with 
ornithology, aud it ise pity that those 
who indalge in the language aud have 
the opport do not compare their 
own observations with the results are 
rived at by the Chine Dr. Bret- 
schneider lias made study of 
Chinese botany, aud with very interest=

‘7.—Ho says England possesses the mono- 
poly at present of the manufacture of sea 
cables, that the various companies interest- 
ed in the manufacture (of submarine tele- 
graph cables) combine to charge excessive 
rates, and that the monopoly should be 
broken. He states that he will, if he should 
receive the concession, send from Europe 
to Possiett the raw material required for 
the manufacture, which will be carried on 
by Russians and Danes sent from Euro) 
for the purpose. Thus a community will 
assemble at Possiett to the advantage af the 
Imperial Russian Government, a valuable 
and important manufacture will be carried 
‘on there, ships and steamers will trade with 
the place, and if any of the China lines 
should break, repair will be easily and 

wickly made, as the required lengths of 
Tine will not have to be sent from Europe. 

8.—Mr. Tietjen engages to keep on the 
coast a steamer for the service of the line, 
and intimates that he will form a line of 
steamers to trade between Possiett and 
China. 

9.—He in such case wishes for a free 
grant of land ; also, that if the concession be 
not renewed the Russian Government will 
pay for the works, buildings, and plant, to 
‘be erected. 

10,—He asks. that tho ships’ of the 
Russian navy may make soundings and in 
all ways assist ; also, that the fleet should 
accompany the vessels that lay the cable, 
that Chinese. pirates may be alarmed and 
Chinese. officials be shewn the fact of the 
line having powerful protectors. 

11.—He asks for an immediate decision, 
that no time be lost ; also for the assistance 
of the Russian Legation in Peking to 
obtain soon the authorizations required. 



































12.—If the concession be not given to 
him, a chance of neutralizing British in- 
terests in China will be lost. 

‘The foregoing as a strictly fair resumé 
of Mr. Tietjen’s letter, carefully made, and 
afterwards confirmed on several occasions 
by inspection of the document, which aj 
pears in a book issued by the Imperial 
Russian Privy Council Committee. "The 
concession was given by the Imperial Rus- 
sian Government to Mr. Tictjen in the 
autumn of 1869, and Mr. Tietjen sold the 
concession for £50,000 19s, although in the 
prospectus Inyiting subscriptions for shares 
the sum of £25,000 only is mentioned. 

‘Mr. Tietjen had four members of co- 
partnership in the concession. He was 
associated with :—J. Pallisen, St. Peters- 
burg ; H. G. Erichsen, Newcastle on Tyne ; 
and the King of Denmark, whose name did 
not appear. By subsequent arrangement,
